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THE PAN-AMERICAN EXPOSITION 


THOSE who are visiting the Pan-American Exposition for the 
first time, and who may not have had opportunity, under pressure 
work, study the allegorical significance the architecture, color 
scheme, and sculptural decorations, give very literal translation 
the story which they are supposed convey, that the visitor’s first 
view, like our own, may not disappointment because ignorance 
the symbolic design the whole. First, word the aim the 
Exposition. This show the progress man the western hemi- 
sphere, especially during the nineteenth century. Included are the 
countries Central and South America, Mexico, the United States, 
with her new possessions, the Philippine Islands and Cuba, and the 
Dominion Canada. The exhibits show the commercial and industrial 
activities these countries and the progress the race intelligence 
and civilization. 

Upon entering the grounds one impressed with the foreign aspect 
the architecture, absolutely un-American design. becomes more 
interesting when comprehend that the style architecture the 
oldest country represented, Spanish-American, has been copied and 
modernized, and this the union the old races with the new the 
Western World symbolized. 

Next are struck with the color effects, the boldness with which 
blues, greens, reds, and yellows are mixed together, seeming defy all 
laws harmony, yet beautiful. From each point entrance the 
grounds strong, crude colors predominate, the gradations color be- 
coming more subdued, more artistic and refined, they approach the 
centre architectural beauty, the Electrical Tower.” 

All savage races have had great love for brilliant colors massed 


together, and the decoration the buildings represents, the use 
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color, the progress man the color sense, and, finally, the advance- 
ment man intelligence, refinement, and cultivation. 

the Electrical Tower, which the dominant coloring cream 
and gold, will noticed beautiful shade green, which used 
decorating the recesses the tower.

The buildings are covered 
with staff and are beautifully ornamented, every figure bit deco- 
ration having its place the story. This all the work American 
artists, both men and women. 

far the most impressive design the Exposition the Tri- 
umphal Causeway,” the bridge which spans the stream water connect- 
ing the two small lakes. This bridge, with its massive towers, sur- 
mounted equestrian statuary, and decorated every seam and angle 
with beautiful design, tells the story the struggle the United 
States free themselves from feudalism and the institutions tyranni- 
cal power. The barbaric shields festooned from the cables connecting 
the tower represent feudal age which has given way before the march 
civilization and progress. 

The ordinary observer may lose the deeper significance the artist’s 
design, but one need not either artist student history 
mythology grasp the broader interpretation the symbolic whole, 
once the key given.

CHARACTER SKETCH INTIMATE 


HAVE heard Mrs. Bedford Fenwick say, Human beings are far 
more interesting than all the stars.” She has habit making pungent 
remarks which recur one’s memory—with the result, this instance, 
that sketching her career shall touch intimately its personal side. 

Ethel Gordon Manson was born near Elgin, Morayshire, Scotland, 
the year the great Mutiny, 1857. Her father was Scandinavian 
descent, Manson being corruption the name Norwegian family 
credited with strange psychic powers. Her mother was Palmer 
Thurnscoe, very ancient Yorkshire family, which quarters the fleurs- 
de-lis France direct descendants the Lord Fauconberg known 
history from his marriage with Mary Cromwell. Fate played ill 
turn that this self-same Mary died childless. Thus, descending from 
the second wife, cannot claim kinship with the Great says 
Mrs. Fenwick. And, indeed, her contempt for baubles” she would 
have been child after his own heart. 

Thus will seen that there are strains Norse, English, and 
French blood her veins, which have produced character complex 
and versatile that the lineation extraordinarily difficult. The courage 
and idealism, exemplified the Scandinavian Sagas,” British grit 
and dogged tenacity purpose, combined with extraordinary elasticity 
spirit, unite form character elusive quicksilver, yet sure 
sane. 

Ethel Manson lost her father before she was year old, and her first 
memory the home-coming, her third year, after her mother’s 
marriage with Mr. George Storer, Thornton Hall, the beautiful old 
home the Vale Belvoir, where she grew atmosphere 
cultured simplicity and keen intellectual delight. Mr. Storer was Mem- 
ber Parliament for the County Nottingham for many years, and 
was man wide education and knowledge affairs and great charm 
character,—also till the day his death was father its truest 
sense the trio high-spirited step-children who romped in” and took 
possession his demesne. 
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good that childhood should gracious time, and the old 
house Thornton, with its old-fashioned panelled rooms, its lovely gar- 
dens, set spacious, finely timbered meadowlands, Ethel Manson grew 
womanhood free air. Human beings were amusingly individual 
those days, Dickens has taught the English-speaking peoples, and 
observer came contact with all the heroic virtues and most the vices 
which human nature prone any average country village forty 
years ago. Courtesy the aged, kindness the poor, affectionate friend- 
ship with those daily contact irrespective worldly position, and 
passionate reverence and love for animals which the town-bred can never 
know were the tenets Thornton teaching. Indoors dogs and cats were 
the proud possessors their own baskets and nooks and corners; beau- 
tiful birds were the mother’s special care; horses, sporting dogs, and 
prize pigs were all personal friends the home farm; the bitter springs 
made cades” fluffy-legged lambs, which were mothered” and bottle- 
fed and flourished amazingly their cunning little straw hutches, and 
all and sundry had pet and endearing names; indeed, dog language” 
which was euphonious was eulogistic was reduced phonetics, 
and was evidently instinctively intelligible the animal world, dead 
letter the less idealistic human outsider. 

All over the southern side the homestead japonica and jasmine, 
roses and cool greén vines, climbed chimney high. The old-world shadowy 
gardens had times past been planted master hand here were found 
the feather-leaved acacia, which showered snowy blooms velvet 
the tall, straight tulip-tree, with its hanging bells red and gold; great, 
spreading, scented walnuts, flowering chestnuts, elms, and limes. All 
the sweet, old-fashioned flowers generation past were found this 
garden,—pink mezereum, royal blue gentianella, moss-roses, lilies, and 
gorgeous poppies; trellised walks, emerald under foot, canopy 
brierly and hop overhead, carpets aconite and snowdrops winter, 
carpets primrose and violet herald the spring. the mossy 
orchards were honey-sweet blossoms and yet sweeter fruits, mulberry and 
quince, apple and pear; and yew-walks and holly-hedges led the long, 
winding, shady grove from river river, where the Smyte curled coolly 
through garden and meadow, which dainty brown fish whisked and 
darted and hid pools.

Those who knew her childhood say that Ethel Manson was 
silent, sensitive, and very shy child, but that she grew womanhood 
she bloomed and blossomed like rose.” One who remembers her 
her teens writes: seventeen she was lovely woman, never girlish, 
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yet sympathetic and sprightly, full verve, wit, and extraordinary 
charm, touch with the essential quality things, with strange, intui- 
tive, pitiless power reason, and resistless, finely tempered will 
brilliant, spontaneous creature, strong, forceful, fateful, 
doomed, seemed me, much suffering from contact with those 
meaner mould—the sort creature make history had she been 
man.” 

1878, when she came age, Ethel Manson entered the Children’s 
Hospital Nottingham. want begin work now, while young 
and strong and have something they say, was her char- 
acteristic reply when asked her reason for becoming nurse, and the 
reason seemed have commended itself strongly the lady superin- 
tendent, herself woman parts. Too young admitted any 
large London training-school, Miss Manson went from the Children’s 
Hospital Nottingham the Royal Infirmary Manchester—a splen- 
did school for clinical experience. There she became much-favored 
pupil the progressive medical staff headed the late Professor Lund, 
and those wonderful old sisters whose many years practical experi- 
ence had made them extraordinarily skilful and helpful patient and 
doctor alike. Traditions are still extant the Royal Infirmary Miss 
Manson’s vitality, her devotion duty, her thirst for knowledge, and 
her disdain for broken hearts! this time find her volunteering for 
active service the Ashantee campaign. She was selected candidate, 
but, owing the end the war, was not sent out. 1879 she. was 
appointed sister the Charlotte Wards the London Hospital; these 
contained fifty-three beds and provided scope for her powers organiza- 
tion and endurance. that position less than two years she had made 
such reputation for herself practical administrator and disciplina- 
rian, that her appointment the age twenty-four matron and super- 
intendent nursing St. Bartholomew’s Hospital caused little surprise 
those who had watched and sympathized with her career. Only those 
who know what the condition the old general hospitals London was 
twenty years ago can realize what this new charge meant. The old order 
things was passing away, and methods which have been force for 
seven centuries pass away neither smoothly nor meekly. Yet St. Bar- 
tholomew’s was reformed without friction, fact which the credit has 
always been largely ascribed the personal tact and influence its 
matron. One who watched her work daily once truly said, Miss Man- 
son’s matronship was unbroken progress brilliant accomplishment.” 

Call that matrum,” remarked sister thirty years’ standing, 
watching the girlish figure the new matron its severe but very be- 
coming uniform flit across the square why, she nobbut’ 
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gal.” But was those old sisters—many them forceful and turbu- 
lent women who had been accepted powers the old hospital for years 
—who came the matron’s most willing supporters. girl she 
might years, but her knowledge men and matters was wide, and 
her unerring sense justice made her very sensitive human rights. 
Example better than precept, and was easy for one who lived labo- 
rious days, taking little rest heed personal comfort, exact full 
measure work from others. Certainly her fellow-workers St. Bar- 
tholomew’s felt very genuine pride her reputation amongst the 
elders” for courage and wisdom. This was mingled, doubt, with the 
wholesome modicum fear, for women are quick recognize leader 
who also ruler. 

The numerous reforms which were made the organization the 
School St. Bartholomew’s were, have said, effected with the utmost 
harmony, and the “six strenuous, satisfying years,” Mrs. Fenwick 
has termed them, were perhaps the more easily passed because everyone 
came recognize that the matron upheld the ancient and honorable tra- 
ditions whilst leading the nurses ahead all others the 
van nursing progress and reform. proof were needed the high 
appreciation which her work was held St. Bartholomew’s the 
medical staff, the words Mr. Harrison Cripps, F.R.C.S., public 
presentation made Mrs. Fenwick 1896 may fairly quoted: 
all want life some ideal standard excellence after which strive. 
say, and say with conviction, that this ideal goal, ever moving on- 
ward and upward, embodied such nature that Mrs. 
Fenwick. would impossible the short time our disposal this 
evening mention the inestimable work that this gifted lady has done 
for the nursing world. When almost girl she completely reorganized 
the School St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, that now stands out 
foremost school the country. her owe the inception and 
enrolment nurses into corporate body, and chiefly owing her 
indomitable energy that the royal charter the Nurses’ Association 
became accomplished fact. Nor this country alone that her 
work has been confined, for her owe much the reputation that 
British nursing has acquired America; for from one end the other 
that great continent wherever nursing discussed the name Mrs. 
Bedford Fenwick honored. Such triumphs might have satisfied 
ordinary mind, but not with this restless genius, who, you may depend, 
long life and strength are left, will ever the front guiding 
star the nursing profession.” 

not too much say that since her marriage 1887 Mrs. Fen- 
wick has devoted her life the organization nursing profession 
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for educated women. She has proposed simple basis,—professional 
enfranchisement through State registration and self-government. Yet 
attain such end where women are concerned arouses prehistoric 
prejudices and touches multitude vested interests. Hence the 
stringent opposition with which every effort nursing reform has been 
and being met. Moreover, the industrial spinster does not count; she 
exists, unfortunately excessive quantities; she lives, she works, she 
disappears; she voteless, voiceless item humanity. What her- 
culean task reach the submerged, silenced soul! 

“The nurse question the woman question pure and simple. 
have run the gauntlet those historical rotten eggs,” said Mrs. Fen- 
wick discussing the formation the British Nurses’ Association 
1887. Nothing daunted, she called together few well-known matrons 
her house, and after earnest consideration the British Nurses’ Associa- 
tion was founded December that year: (1) unite all British 
nurses membership recognized profession; (2) provide for 
their registration evidence their having received systematic 
training; (3) associate them for their mutual help and protection 
and for the advancement every way their professional work.” 

These aims were just they were justifiable; and yet the history 
this union trained nurses has exemplified every particular the 
history every worthy movement for reform since the world 
opposition, prejudice, intolerance, persecution, and treachery. Yet 
through good and evil report has conclusively demonstrated the valor 
its founder. The history the association until attained royal 
charter and the subsequent efforts nullify its powers are too long 
tell detail here. Suffice say that when the best interests and liber- 
ties the nurse members were threatened, Mrs. Fenwick came forward, 
took stand the champion their rights, and for eight years 
she has, almost single-handed, kept the flag flying.” 

Turning, however, brighter pages Mrs. Fenwick’s work, 
generally known that she has taken most active part every movement 
for the benefit nurses during the past twenty years. She has initiated 
and represented important progressive movements. president the 
British Nursing Section the Chicago World’s Fair she paid her first 
visit the United States 1892. the following year, the Congress 
Representative Women Chicago, she was chosen ventilate the 
subject international amongst women Great Britain, 
and took prominent part public meetings which were fruitful 
arousing interest and securing the progress the movement. 

1896 she organized complete Nursing Exhibition and Congress 
London, carrying the whole undertaking through the most success- 
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ful manner. the Congress she read paper the Nursing our 
Soldiers,” question which she has always been deeply interested. 
1897 she initiated public subscription which developed into the Na- 
tional Fund for the Relief the Greek Wounded” the war with Tur- 
key, and she superintended body thirty English sisters working 
Greece throughout the continuance that struggle. was generally 
admitted that her special talents were never more strikingly demonstrated 
than during this campaign. eye-witness said, Her grip the 
geographical and political situation was remarkable, and her own spe- 
cial department order was evolved out chaos magic. There 
was fuss, friction; the work was just done.” For this valuable 
international work Mrs. Fenwick and all her sisters were awarded the 
diploma and medal the Greek Red Cross. was characteristic that 
when the Committee the National Fund asked how they could recom- 
pense her for her invaluable services, Mrs. Fenwick declined all reward, 
replying that “the privilege performance was sufficient recompense.” 

From its inception Mrs. Fenwick has been member the Matrons’ 
Council Great Britain and Ireland, the only society trained nurses 
this country which now working procure definite educational 
curriculum and State registration for nurses, and body which the 
acknowledged medium progressive professional movements. 

the convener the Professional Section and the treasurer the 
International Council Women, which was held London 1899, 
Mrs. Fenwick’s work for the international movement this country was 
duly recognized. And was the meeting the Matrons’ Council held 
during the Congress week that she proposed her scheme for the formation 
International Council Nurses,—a scheme which fraught with 
immense possibilities for the future profession nursing, which has 
already been accepted many countries, and which she was unani- 
mously elected the first president. 

would impossible describe her labors editor the Nursing 
Record. Week week for eight years she has voiced the needs the 
nursing world with fearless advocacy. Only those who have watched the 
untiring devotion, the singleness purpose, and the absolute self-sacri- 
fice demanded this work can realize what the nursing profession all 
over the world owes her efforts. But safe prophesy that she 
lives she will succeed the fullest degree the work she has set herself 
carry through, just success has crowned her efforts all that she 
has attempted the past. 

should fail convey adequate idea the president the 
International Council Nurses did not lay some stress upon her 
intense admiration for things American. Your ideals are her ideals, or, 
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have heard her put it, understanded the She 
eagerly anticipating her visit the States and the certainty strength- 
ening the bonds friendship which she has formed with kindred spirits 
from many lands. 


MISS ISLA STEWART 
Honorary Vice-President 


Miss matron St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, London, 
has charming and interesting personality. The daughter Scotch 
gentleman old family, she naturally proud her country and an- 
cestry. 

Miss Stewart’s nursing career began 1879, when she entered St. 
Thomas’s Hospital special probationer. Sixteen months later she was 
appointed sister ward, post she held for four years. 

February, 1885, Miss Stewart became matron camp hospital 
for small-pox patients, and 1886 she occupied similar position 
the Eastern Fever Hospital. 1887 she was appointed matron St. 
Bartholomew’s, which post she still holds. great position the 
nursing world, and one that can only satisfactorily filled woman 
exceptional capability and considerable tact. 

would impossible this necessarily brief notice into 
detail regarding her work there during the last fourteen years, but 
may briefly said that she has unceasingly and consistently worked, not 
only for the welfare those under her own special care, but also for the 
professional advancement nurses. 

excellent disciplinarian, she careful not burden her nurses 
with rules that are trivial, irritating, and unnecessary. woman 
broad and intellectual mind, with many and varied interests, given 
hospitality and admirable hostess, Miss Stewart’s friends are 
none, however, are more faithful and loyal than those who have had the 
good luck work under her during her sway Bart’s. 


MISS SUSAN McGAHEY 


Honorary Vice-President the Congress from Australia, and Delegate from 
the Australasian Trained Nurses’ Association; Certificated London 
Hospital; Certificated London Obstetrical Society; Mem- 
ber Matrons’ Council Great Britain and Ireland 


Miss received part her early education home. 
Later she went college Belfast, North Ireland. During her 
stay there she passed two public examinations, and two occasions was

Since her appointment matron the Prince Alfred Hospital she 
has gained brilliant reputation organizer and administrator, and 
her example great incentive her pupils attain professional profi- 
ciency. The hospital is, from photographs which Miss McGahey has 
been kind enough send us, most charming place. The wards have 
polished floors, with tables down the centre, beautifully decorated with 
palms and flowers. The beds have white curtains,—a necessary provi- 
sion warm climate. Each ward contains thirty-two beds, for which 
the nursing staff consists sister, charge nurse, assistant nurse, and 
two probationers day, and staff nurse and assistant nurse night, 
that provision made admit the patients being well nursed. The 
average hours duty the nurses are ten day. Much consideration 
has been devoted making their surroundings when off duty com- 
fortable possible. Their sitting-room quite charming, and they 
also have fine library and reading-room and pleasant dining-room.

Upon resigning this position she went Johannesburg undertake 
professional duties, and was appointed her present position matron 
the Royal South Hants and Southampton Hospital 1892. 

true that owe certain gifts our fairy godmother, then 
the sprite was lavish mood when she endowed the little Wilhelmina. 
Born mixed English father Huguenot extraction 
and German mother,—she entered this world richly dowered with intel- 
lectual gifts. Thus, the British characteristics are grafted French 
versatility and German philosophy. Indeed, one were asked for the 
dominant note Miss Mollett’s character, one would without hesitation 
say that the kindly tolerance and breadth view which has its root 
philosophic mind. doubt anyone has ever heard Miss Mollett 
express ungenerous thought. Again, the same characteristic makes 
her take detached view life. some strenuous natures every event 
appears vital importance; questions principle are matters life 
and death, and the issue supreme moment. Not with Miss Mollett. 
While professional matters she always found the side 
right, liberty, and progress, she able maintain philosophic calm 
and even obtain amusement out things which disturb the equanimity 
intenser natures. 

She has essentially scientific bent mind, much that her 
friends have regretted that she has found her sphere the ranks 
nursing rather than those medicine. While she has, course, done 
excellent work her chosen profession, she has found full scope 
for certain mental qualities which she possesses, and, original 
thinker, she would, doubt, have made name medical woman. 

Miss Mollett has taken active part nursing organization, and 
was one the matrons who helped found the British Nurses’ Associa- 
tion. Her name found the incorporation clause the royal 
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charter, and long its original policy was carried out and the nurses 
had freedom action empowered its by-laws, she worked enthusi- 
astically for the association. 

She was one the first grasp the fact that was impossible with- 
out loss dignity continue member nurses’ society dominated 
medical men, and consequence resigned her membership. 

From the first she has been member the Matrons’ Council, 
which she vice-chairman. scarcely needful say that she 
the necessity for defined curriculum education and training 
for pupil nurses, and naturally, therefore, supports the demand for legal 
status and registration nurses. 

companion Miss Mollett delightful. Handsome appear- 
ance, pleasant manner, and genial comrade, she can ride beast 
bicycle, sail boat, scale mountain excellent form. From which 
you will gather that Miss Mollett thoroughly healthy-minded woman, 
and that selecting her represent them the Matrons’ Council has sent 
you delegate who will prove acquisition the Congress both prac- 
tically and socially.

The council holds quarterly meetings, which new members are elected 
and business transacted. also holds two-days’ conference annually, 
and Nursing Directory” issued every year under its authority. 
strongly supports the principle State registration for nurses, and con- 
stantly works the direction better organization nursing and 
nurses. holds position Great Britain analogous that held 
the American Society Superintendents Training-Schools the 
United States.

Delegate Registered Nurses’ Society 


Miss who attends the Congress the dele- 
gate the Registered Nurses’ Society, was trained and certificated St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital. She best known her capacity sister-in- 
charge Gordon House Home Hospital, London, where her exceptional 
gifts nurse and her excellent business capacities found full scope. 
Under her supervision the standard nursing maintained this hos- 
pital was very high character. One had only look the outside, 
the shining window-panes, the dainty curtains, the well-polished brass, 
know that inside order reigned supreme, belief which further 
acquaintance served confirm. 

1896 Miss Cartwright became secretary the Registered Nurses’ 
Society, nurses formed for the purpose supplying the 
public with thoroughly competent nurses all whom had been certifi- 
cated after three years’ hospital training, and securing the nurses 
themselves their full fees, less small percentage cover working ex- 
penses. Her professional knowledge and capacity have been invaluable 
the society, and the members have done wisely electing represent 
them Buffalo the secretary who has managed their affairs with much 
ability and discretion, and whom they thoroughly respect. 

Miss Cartwright was one the early members the Royal British 
Nurses’ Association, but, common with many other self-respecting 
members, severed her connection with the society when the new by-laws 
were enforced depriving the nurse members all practical powers 
self-government.

This was the chronic and convalescent branch 
the Great Ormond Street Children’s Hospital, situated beautiful old 
house which was built 1616 and purchased the Protector Cromwell 
for wedding-gift his daughter. stands high ground north- 
ern suburb London. 1878 Miss Wood was appointed lady super- 
intendent the mother hospital Great Ormond Street, and held that 
office until the spring 1888. 

The years 1863 1888 cover the period during which systematic 
training was organized, and the Great Ormond Street Children’s Hos- 
pital was one the pioneers the work. Pupils were trained for work 
private nurseries, probationers instructed ward work and the 
nursing the sick private houses, and lady pupils were taken for 
longer shorter periods according their requirements. 

1879 Miss Wood became honorary secretary the Guild St. 
Barnabas for nurses, union for religious purposes nurses belonging 
the Church England; she holds that office still. 

1887 she, conjunction with six other ladies, founded the 
British Nurses’ Association, since the Royal British Nurses’ Association. 
This union nurses for professional purposes, and was hoped that 
would time embrace all those who desired advance the welfare 
their common profession. The association still exists, though various 
causes have combined prevent the full realization the hopes its 
founders. Miss Wood took active part its formation and was one 
its honorary secretaries till 1892. 

1889, eighteen months after severing her connection with the 
Children’s Hospital, which she had served long, Miss Wood opened the 
Nurses’ Hostel. the early days private nursing those who followed 
this branch the profession were boarded and lodged the hospitals 
institutions which supplied them the public, but their numbers 
increased the independent nurse came into being who wished take her 
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own fees either directly through agency, and such nurses felt the 
need well-managed home which reside between their engage- 
ments. The Nurses’ Hostel was established meet this need, and also 
serve the purpose hotel prices such the average nurse travel- 
ling for business pleasure could afford pay. The hostel proved 
success, even its original small and somewhat unsuitable premises, and 
1897 the scheme was enlarged, and became limited liability com- 
pany, which Miss Wood the managing director and which large 
proportion the shares are owned the nurses who make use the 
hostel. New premises were built accommodate upwards fifty nurses 
one time, and the present year further block which will double 
the accommodation course construction. 

Among Miss activities should also recorded her work for the 
improvement nursing under the Poor Law. She was visitor for the 
Workhouse Infirmary Nursing Association from 1889 1894, and 
the two following years special commissioner the British Medical 
Journal was intrusted with the charge visiting and reporting 
large number the English and Irish workhouse infirmaries.

There are now fifteen nurses, graduates from representative train- 
ing-schools the country, the staff nurses, and corps twenty- 
five women, called emergency attendants, who work under the super- 
vision the district nurses. The association non-sectarian and 
works sympathy with the charities the city, and intelligent 
with the City Board Health, the Relief and Aid Society, 
the Bureau Charities, the College Settlements, and the various philan- 
thropic organizations the city. The members the nursing staff 
consist superintendent nurses, assistant nurse, and thirteen 
district nurses. The city divided into districts, and each nurse re- 
ports twice day certain drug-store her district get her tele- 
phone calls cases. The superintendent nurses visits every new 
case that reported and has charge the office. these duties she 
aided the assistant nurse. 

the rules work for the nurses special emphasis laid upon 
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the instruction the care cases given those about the patient. 
Careful practical lessons cleanliness, hygiene, and feeding are given 
the nurses those whom they visit. 

Every case that can sent hospital sent. The association 
gratefully acknowledges the unfailing readiness the hospitals re- 
ceive their cases. 

nominal sum, usually ten cents, charged all those who can 
afford pay, and although these cases are very small minority the 
cases cared for, still the association receives income from this 
source. feels, however, that the increased self-respect those who 
have paid for what they have received, and are not, therefore, objects 
charity, distinct step upward the path higher living. 

The Visiting Nurses desire not only cleanse and cure the bodies, 
but the minds and souls and lives those with whom they come 
contact. They can thus become powerful factor for good the 
community.

September, 1893, forty-seven the graduates the New York 
Hospital Training-School for Nurses met discuss the advisability 
forming Association. The association has grown rapidly, 
and now numbers two hundred and sixty-nine members.

Recognizing the need social and professional centre for the 
graduates the school, the association 1898 decided open club- 
house. The membership grew rapidly and substantially that one 
the adjoining houses was rented the following year, and also was soon 
filled with nurses. The club has been success professionally, socially, 
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and financially, but the houses are not well fitted for the purposes the 
club, and hoped that the near future suitable building will 
erected. There are now one hundred and twenty-five club members. 

Early the present year the association was incorporated and the 
constitution and by-laws revised. The members the association are 
anxious advance, not only along professional lines, but every way 
that will bring them into closer touch with other women and their work. 
They have under consideration the establishment fellowship the 
Nurses’ Settlement; that means, nurse representing the school may 
work the poorer homes the city, bringing not only physical com- 
fort the sick there, but also offering the friendship that often 
much greater value. During the past winter the association furnished 
three singing lessons weekly for the Uptown Branch the Nurses’ 
Settlement. These lessons gave the boys and girls beautiful songs 
replace those the neighborhood, many which are demoralizing.
